For the Year Ending December 31, 1957 


As we enter a new year, we look backward to our successes or 
failures of the previous year. We are proud of our successes! 
How do we feel about our failures? Have we, as health workers 
and community people pooled our efforts sufficiently to help with 
this problem of health in our community? Or have we failed to 
put that little extra effort into alleviating distressing situations? 


One of our successes can readily be seen — the New School! 
Our School Health program can surely be conducted more effi- 
ciently with this tremendous dream now a reality. 


Fifteen nursing days were spent in Sidney in 1957: 


The regular Child Health Conferences held spring and fall 
continue to be popular and meet a real community need. Two — 
polio clinics were held so that all children with parental consent 
could have their third shots of polio vaccine. 182 com- 
pleted this protection. Also school physical examinations were 
done in the second, fifth and eighth grade. This is still being 
sponsored by the Local Health Council and our feeling is that, 
now its value has been demonstrated, it should become a part of 
the school budget. Also, could some thought be given to the 
need for a school physician to guide us in school health? 


In closing, may I express my deepest thanks to the Local 
Health Council members and the community for its splendid 
work in maintaining Health Services throughout your town.

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HOT LUNCH PROGRAM 


It is a pleasure to report to the Town of Sidney that the hot 
lunch program which is sponsored by the Parent Teacher Club 
has been very successful. 


We are serving an average of 146 lunches per day at a cost to 
the pupils of 25 cents per meal. By serving the so-called type 
“A” lunch, which includes one-half pint of pasteurized milk, the 
State gives the program an additional four and one-half cents 
per meal. 


We also have a family plan whereby any family with five or 
more children pay only five dollars per week.. Other families 
with one through four children pay at the rate of one dollar and 
twenty-five cents per child per week. We are also giving about 
ten per cent free lunches. This is a stipulation for receiving 
Federal Government surplus commodities. 


A great amount of credit is due Mrs. Gladys McLellan, Mrs. 
Juliette Winslow and Mrs. Velina Ellis for the suecess of this 
project. 


Parents and interested townspeople are invited to visit and 
see the excellent facilities that we have.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE 


The past year has'been’ a memorable one in the affairs of our 
town. It marked the completion of our modern new school 
building. All of the pupils are now housed in a well heated and 
lighted building with adequate and sanitary toilet facilities. 
Each teacher has fewer grades so that she can concentrate her. 
attention more efficiently on the pupils in her care. The close 
association of the boys and girls in school should do much toward 
unifying the town. The increasing demand for technically 
trained experts in science and mathematics makes it vitally im- 
portant that our boys and girls receive an education which will 
help them to take their places in a competitive society. 3 

The people of the Fown demonstrated their capacity for united 
effort by raising more than five thousand dollars which was 
used for school equipment. The generous gift of James E. 
Totman of fifteen thousand dollars made it possible for us to 
complete the building last year. The chief obstacle encountered 
in reaching our objective was the difficulty in drilling a well 
which would furnish water enough to meet the requirements of 
the school. This problem was solved by drilling two wells at a 
great expense to the town. The Town should be proud of the 
fine structure which was built within the limits of the appropria- 
tion that was voted at the last Town meeting. The building 
committee has a deep feeling of appreciation for the cooperation 
of the school board, superintendent of schools, selectmen, fund 
raising committee and all of the citizens of Sidney who con- 
tributed in any way to the realization of our goal. 

Your attention is called to the financial statement which 
accompanies this report. This shows you how your money was 
spent. The committee will be glad to answer any question that 
you may have about any items of this statement.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the School Committee and Citizens of Sidney: 


The most significant event of the past year has been the con- 
struction of the James H. Bean School. Included in the new 
school are six elementary classrooms, an office, teachers’ room, 
two toilet rooms, kitchen, store-room, and an all purpose room. 
The all-purpose room can easily be converted into two additional 
classrooms. As an all-purpose room, it serves as a cafeteria at 
noon; it has been used for assemblies and for showing films, and 
the all-purpose room has served as a meeting place for many 
community activities. 

A great many changes have been involved in moving from six 
one-room schools into the new building. One such change has 
been the arrangement of two grades to a classroom where formerly 
there were four and five grades in a room. The listing below 
shows the grades taught by each teacher and the enrollment in 
each classroom: :

Harlier this year, the enrollment totaled 198 students, but this 
has been reduced by several students moving to other towns. We 
can look forward to a larger enrollment next year as 18 students 
should complete the eighth grade in June and the Sub-primary 
class entering school next fall is expected to number 28 students. 
If this trend should continue for another year, half of the present 
all-purpose room should be converted into a classroom and an 
additional teacher employed. 

There has been one change in the teaching staff this year. Mrs. 
McLellan, who taught at the Cowan School resigned last spring, 
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SaaS we a been fortunes to secure mike services of Mrs. Sturte- 
vant. 


Mrs. Kidwell has been named principal of the James H. Bean 
School. She is to be commended for her efforts in organizing the 
new school and for keeping the citizens informed of the activities 


at school. 


Sidney has had very few changes in their teaching staff despite 
the fact the salaries for teachers have been low. A new minimum 
salary law becomes effective this year which means salaries will 
have to be increased. The law states that salaries will have to 
be increased at least $300. a year until the minimum is reached. 
Some of the Sidney teachers are currently receiving $2,200. 
annually and the minimum salary for them will be $3,200. next 
year. It would take a period of four years for these teachers to 
be brought up to the minimum if they received annual raises of 
$300. . However, these same teachers could teach in another 
own and immediately receive $3,200. next fall. Rather than 
lose qualified and experienced teachers, I believe it is a better 
policy to grant larger salary increases than required i in! an effort 
to retain good teachers. Se 


It has been necessary to increase several ee in Gn, school 
budget. The largest single increase has been for instruction. 
Tuition costs are expected to rise this year since there. are cur- 
rently 45 tuition students and. this number will probably jump to 
55 students next fall. Increases have also been planned for in 
the conveyance and janitor items. 


A: new item in the school budget this year is for a school phy- 
_‘ sician.; The appointment of a school physician would enable the 
school to provide a more adequate health program for the stu- 
dents. Among the activities of a school physician would be to 
give physical examinations to the students periodically. He 
would,also serve at.immunization clinics. Still a further service 
would be for consultation when a health program arose. " 


_ There will be a special article in the town warrant: dealiebtne 
an, appropriation for seats and desks. There are 185''seat and 
desk units and 14 armchairs. The armchairs are unsatisfactory 
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because the et book storage is an open compartment ‘aie the 
seat. A $200. appropriation is requested to 9 purchase 12 addi- 
tional chair and desk units. 


The hot lunch program was started a Denober with the assis- 
tance of the Parent-Teachers Club. This program provides a 
balanced meal for approximately 150 students each noon. Stu- 
-dents: pay 25c for a meal, and meals are served at a reduced rate 
when there are four or more children in the family. The program 
receives 444c subsidy from the Federal Government for each 
meal served to students. Further assistance is obtained through 
the distribution of surplus commodities. The only charge for 
the surplus commodities is the transportation fee. 


I would like to encourage the citizens of Sidney to give some 
consideration to the provisions of the Sinclair Law. One of; the 
important provisions of this law is to permit, the reorganization 
of school districts. The purpose for; reorganization. of .towns 
is to form 4 more efficient school district which would maintain a 
high school with a minimum ‘enrollment of 300 students. ,..As a 
means of encouraging reorganization, the state will. grant an 
additional 10% subsidy to towns who decide to enter into a new 


'” type ‘administrative school district. 


This report would not, be. complete without making reference 
to the fine ‘work done by the Sidney Building Committee. This 
Committee has conscientiously performed their duties of | super- 
vising the construction of the new school. The Building ‘Com- 
mittee has. also done a remarkable job in seeing that’ the) new 


school is properly equipped. Lh 


A lot of credit is due the Parent-Teachers Club oe. thas efforts 
on behalf of the new school. Members of the Parent-Teachers 
Club voluriteered to move all the equipment from the old schools 
into the new school. The Parent-Teachers Club made it: possible 
to start the Hot Lunch Program by loaning $215.00 to the:.pro- 
gram, and they also purchased a oe vege for use at the 
new: school. Hbrocwak ts 


‘The citizens of Sidney have gained considerable recognition 
for the manner in which they worked together to make a new 
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school possible. Now that the new school is a reality, I sincerely 
hope this spirit of cooperation will continue.

$5,060.86. A donation was received from James E. Totman for 
$15,000... A capital reserve building fund had accumulated 
$22,851.62. These items plus a bank note of $48,000. and an 
appropriation of $7,000 were sufficient to build a new school. | 


The treasurer’s and tax collector’s books are accurate and in 
good order. The selectmen’s books are accurate and in good 
order generally. However, we would recommend that in the 
future the selectmen’s books be kept on more of a complete 
double entry system. 


We would recommend that as soon as it is feasible that a 
record be set up and maintained of all the town’s equipment and 
real estate.
